He Catches Birds «• Big tin Larka In 


His Mammoth Web. 


Far up in the mountains of Ceylon 


there is a spider that spins a web like 
bright yellowish silk, the central net 
of which is five feet in diameter, while 
the supporting lines, or guys, as they 
are called, measure sometimes 10 or 12 
feet, and, riding quickly in the early 
morning, you may dash right into it, 
the stout threads twining round your 
face like a lace veil, while, as the 
creature who has woven it takes up his 
position in the middle, he generally 
catches you right in the nose, and, 
though he seldom bites or stings, the 
contact of his laige body and long legs 
is anything but pleasant. If you forget 
yourself and try to catch him, bite he 
will, and, though not venomous, his 
Jaws are as powerful as a bird's beak, 
and you arc not likely to forget the en- 
counter. 


The bodies of these spiders are very 


handsomely decorated, being bright 
gold or scarlet underneath, while the 
upper part is covered with the most 
delicate slate colored fur. So strong are 
the webs that birds the size of larks 
are frequently caught therein, and even 
the small but powerful scaly lizard 
falls a victim 
A writer says that he 


has often sat and watched the yel- 
low monster—measuring-, when waiting 
for his prey, with his legs stretched 
out, fully six inches—striding across 
the middle of the net and noted the 
rapid manner in which he winds Ills 
stout threads round the unfortunate 
captive.

first blinded and then choked. In many 
unfrequented dark nooks of the jungle 
you come across most perfect skeletons 
of small birds caught m these terrible 
snares.—Plttsburg Dispatch.

Should yon Snd, upon investiga- 
tion, that yon are conservative, you 
are and very likely will continue to 
be in favor of revolutionizing the 
government and American institutions 
to conform with the ideas of English 
men to any extent necessary to con- 
form to the requirement of the Prince 
of Wales and Emperor William ol 
Germany. 


Conservatism

new order of things that have been 
brought over from England in the last 
twenty five years. An American citi- 
zen who is not in favor of revolution 
izing tbe American system of govern- 
ment Is no more a conservative man 
or, to be an American in principle is 
radical. 


The villains who seek to overthrow 


our government system have became 
so conservative to old conservative 
England that a man who is in favor oi 
the American system is, according to 
their monarchial ideas, radical. 


It is a cause of wonder to old time 


Americans who have for a period in 
eluding a natural life, been accused of 
having over much conservatism to be 
suddenly transformed into radicals. 


Henry L. Schofleld, who was ten- 


dered by Cleveland the position of 
Chief Justice of the United States, 
whioh was by him declined, and Fuller 
was appointed, said when in San Fran- 
cisco a short tima ago: "I presume 
Mr. Bryan will be nominated again by 
the Democrat?, and if he is he will be 
again defeated. Bryan is an alile man 
and a sincere man, but the people of 
this country are opposed to electing 
radicals to the 
chief 
magistracy," 


which language represents Cleveland 
and the money power. 


The quotation 
represents com- 


mon sayings among these 
fellows 


whose highest ambition is to kneel to 
monarchs, and should they have their 
way "our knees shall kneel till to tbe 
ground they grow." It is a matter 
that demands observation, when men 
possessed of the convictions that are 
given in the language of Sohofleld, that 
the people are accused, which is a rule, 
when tbeae men are talking, to accuse 
the people, and which is another of the 
frauds practiced by the money power 
and by those who are its advocates 
and apologists.

Bryan, who is to America against Brit- 
tish {novation what Emmet was to 
Ireland, and it is because of that fact 
that Bryan is radioal. There is not a 
conservative man in the land who 
loves his country and opposes the rev- 


olutionist schemes of tbe money power 
who is not by that robber ot the people 
characterized as s radical. 
Every lover of his country who ealls 


<ta a witness to confirm his faith in its 
nstitutions, the language of the Con- 
stitution and the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence is a radical, according to 
money power constructions, and if the 
men who use the language that declare 
he principles contained in these in- 
struments as proofs of their love of 
country ere radicals for so doing. Are 
not the Constitution and Declaration 
also radicals? Do not forget to hunt 
these fellows down, and you will run 
,hem every time into a mare's nest of the 
most rank Toryism that has continued 
to live like ° smallpox scabs in the 
revases of old gold chests that were 
used during the Revolution to bide 
English sovereigns. 


What will come, since these revolu- 


tionists and torys have called Colonel 
Bryan radioal? It is a question the 
people can answer to their satisfaction 
in such a wny as they may deem for 
the beet interests of their country. 
But when we find mammon stealing 
the liveiy of heaven 
to serve its 


master, which it is continually doing, 
we deem it is safe to conclude that we 
will have to go to Satan to receive an 
answer, and then he is such a lier that 
he cannot be believed.
